The cards can be obtained in quantity just about anywhere 
computers are used places s'tcft as banks, hrge offices, and even 
large school systems. Just remember to obtain cards that are 
completely punched. Cards with just a few holes will not be 
effective.

Eagle Centerpiece 


This eagle, with his punched card 
feathers, is flanked by two shields. 
Altogether, they make an ideal 
patriotic centerpiece. 

To make the eagle, enlarge the 
graph on page 11 and make a paper 
pattern. Trace two eagles onto card¬ 
board, flopping pattern for second 
one so that, when glued back to back 
later, they face the same direction. 

For the feathers, cut the cards into 
strips, 1W* x 3W*\ Staple or glue top 
corners of each strip underneath to 
form a point. Make about 100 
feathers for one eagle, 200 if you 
want to finish both sides. 

Glue feathers onto eagle, over¬ 
lapping each row. After all the 


feathers are on, glue the two card¬ 
board eagles together with tongue 
blades between for legs. 

For feet (stand), cut a plastic foam 
ball in half and insert legs. A dab of 
day on each foot will hold eagle 
firmly to table. Spray paint and add 
foil beak and eyes. 

Make each shield from two pieces 
of cardboard, about 8" square, glued 
together. Cover both sides of the 
shield with strips of red, white and 
blue tissue paper, or small tissue 
paper puffs. To make each puft. cut a 
small square of tissue and attach the 
center of it to the shield with a small 
dab of glue. To stand each shield, 
insert bottom in a plastic foam base. 
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Pole Lamp Shade 

For each shade, cut eight petals 
from punched cards, using pattern on 
following page. 

1. Staple top half of one card to 
top half of another, about 1 i" from 
the edge. Repeat until all eight cards 
are stapled together This stapled side 
will be the inside of the shade. 

2. Before stapling ends together, 
turn shade right side out and staple 
end cards together on inside. 

'I. Finally, staple center of alter¬ 
nate petals together on inside. 

For a wire frame, use a cardboard 
roll coat hanger with its double wire 
hook. Discard the roll. Partially 
spread the hook and untwist the neck 



(accept for one loop, t ut off one side 
of hanger, lake remaining side and 
bend up straight for I ".then shape a 
l'V* circle to fit inside top of shade. 

If your lamp requires the shade to 
be attached above the socket, make a 
wire loop extending into thp circle 
Cut off remaining wire. Insert wire 
frame inside shade. Iape and glue in 
place about Vi” from top. 
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Cylindrical Shade 


To make this shade, tape the long 
sides of three cards together with 
printing and taping to the outside. 
Repeat with another three cards. 
Tape the tvro sections together to 
form a cylinder, making the tape 
narrow enough to avoid covering any 
holes. 

For a wire frame, cut two pieces of 
coat hanger wire and shape to fit 
Inside the top and bottom of the 
shade. On the top frame, extend the 
wire across the center, making a loop 
in the middle*. Make this center wire 


1 lower than the ciTCte. so socket 
Fixture will not he visible. Glue the 
wires inside the shade 1,8" from 
edges. Paint the shade or cover it 
with madras striped tissue paper. 
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Desk Lamp Shade 


Use six punched cards and six IS"' 
sticks (dowels or trim molding). Stain 
or paint the sticks. Glue the long 
sides of cards to the sticks, 2l£"’-3V4” 
down from top. varying position for 
interesting effect. Glue only 1/8" of 
the card to avoid covering holes. Be 
sure sticks stand straight. 

Make two hexagonal frames from 
i oat hanger wire, following the exact 
Inside shape of the shade. Extend the 
wire of the top frame up about U" 
after making the hexagon and bring it 
at-ran the center Hake a loop in t la- 
center for the socket fixture. To 


secure frames, glue Hum to the sticks 
and tape until dry'. Insert fixture and 
tape light cord down along inside of 
one stick.

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Pleated Lamp Shade 


Friends will really be amazed 
when they see this lamp shade — it 
positively twinkles as the light flick• 
ers through the tiny holes. 

For the base of the lamp shade dm* 
an old lamp sfuade. If the old shade 
has straight sides, cut it off leaving a 
2” collar around the top. If the sides 
are tapered, remove the shade and 


glue on a 2” collar made from 
cardboard. 

The patterns given will make a 
shade about 10" high. If you would 
like a smaller one, trim a tittle off the 
A and B pieces and make the pleated 
collar narrower. 

For the pleated strip around the 
collar, measure around the frame. 
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pleated lamp shade

ndd 1/.1 more and then use the near* 
osl inch for your working measure* 
menl. Then, using cards trimmed to 
an even 7 M , tape enough cards to¬ 
gether for the needed length. Fanfold 
this strip every ’ and tape the ends 
together to make a ring. Glue the 
ring to the collar. 



For the main part of the shade, 
cut as many A pieces as you have 
pleats; flop the pattern and cut an 
equal number. Tape the A pieces to¬ 
gether on printed side — straight edge 
to straight edge and diagonal to diag¬ 
onal. When all assembled, fanfold 
with the diagonal edges pointing 
inward. 

Bend the tabs at the top of the A 
pieett out slightly and glue the tabs 
to the outside around the bottom of 
the pleated collar. 

For the frill around the top, cut as 
many B pieces as you have pleats, 
fiend each down the center, with 
folded edge on the outside. Tape ail 
pieces together on the inside. Bend 
tabs forward slightly and glue tabs to 
outside of pleated collar with frill ex¬ 
tending '}*' above collar. Finally', 
paint your shade and add braid or 
rickrack to cover the tabs. 


































































































































































































































Hexagonal Basket 


Using the pattern on the facing 
page, cut six pieces, two from each 
card, for sides of basket. Score and 
fold tabs on sides forward and tabs 
on bottom back. 

Glue the side tabs of the six pieces 
together with seams to the outside. 
Cut a 3” circle from a card] for the 
base. Glue the bottom tabs of the 
basket to the base. 

Cut ribbon or colored paper strips 
the width of Ihe punched holes and 
weave through top three rows of 
basket. For the handle, cut three 1 
1 2 


strips the length of a card and glue 
ends together. Weave ribbon through 
the punched holes. Glue the ends of 
the handle to the outside of the 
basket dow n to base. Fill the basket 
with goodies.

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Pleated Frame 


This unusual frame can have a 
picture or mirror glued in the center. 
You may also cut out the center and 
fit the frame over a round dock. The 
center is about 5”. 

For a backing, cut an 8” circle 
from corrugated cardboard, or other 
heavy cardboard. (Hue your picture 
or mirror in the center, or cut an 
opening in the center and then tape 
the cut edges. 

You'll need 36 cards, Csing the 
pattern on the preceding page, cut 36 
pic-a ; from the cards. Fiend each 
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piece in half on the dotted line. Tape 
the edges of the pieces together to 
form a pleated ring and spray paint 
it. Glue the ring to the backing 
around the center circle. Add a 
hanger at the back and decorate with 
beads, braid or rickrack. 



Church and Favors 


Backed with cellophane, the holes 
in the punched cards make effective 
stained glass windows on the tradi¬ 
tional church centerpiece. 

For the bell lower, take two 
punched cards; score and fold 1/8” 
the length of one long side (see illu¬ 
stration on page 17), Score and 
crease the cards in half lengthwise to 
the 18” edge. Cut out a window in 
all four halves at the top, leaving a 
Vi” margin at sides and top. Window 
is about 1” wide and l 1 /;” long. Join 
the cards b> gluing the folded 1/8” 
edge of one card to the plain edge of 
the other card. 

Using the pattern for the bell 


tower roof on the next page, cut four 
points from colored or wood grained 
paper. Fold and glue tabs (shaded 
areas) to make the roof; attach to 
bell tower. Cut door from paper and 
glue to front of bell tower. 

For front and back of church, cut 
four pieces from cards, following 
pattern, and tape two together for 
each. Cut sides of church from 
colored paper, using dimensions 
shown, 

For the church roof, take two 
cards and with printed sides together, 
cut comer to fit around bell tower, 
about V/’ in and l ’ V up (see illustra¬ 
tion), Cut a third card in half length- 
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wise uid, with dear tape, tape one 
haif to bottom of each roof section 
on inside. Glue or tape sections to¬ 
gether for peaked roof. 

For skylights, paint outside of roof 
with pale watercokm. With felt 
marker, make V' stripes around 
edges and down sides of roof to simu¬ 
late window frunes. Make windows 
about wide. 

Use the felt marker to outline win¬ 
dows on bell tower and on front and 
back of church; fill in windows with 
watercokm. 

Glue strips of colored cellophane 
behind holes of windows and sky 
lights. A small light inside the church 
will shine through the “stained 
glass.” If no light is used in the 


church, line the cellophane with toil 

Assemble front, back and sides of 
church, gluing the tabs, 1 Hue bell 
tower to front of church. Working on 
inside, tape roof on the church. 
Fitting roof around tower. 

Favors 

With the church centerpiece, small 
churches may be made as favors. Use 
punched cards for roof, front and 
back, and colored paper for sides. 
Cut two 3” x 3 W* pieces for roof. 
Front and back are 2W across, 1* V 
high at the sides and 3” at the peak. 
Sides are I' V high and 2 ] i" tong 
(roof hangs over : i” on ail sides). In¬ 
clude tabs, as on big church. 
Assemble, paint and decorate. 



Bookmark 

Cut a strip from a punched card at 
least 3 rows of holt's wide. Cut a 
point at each end. Weave through 
holes with narrow ribbon; let ribbon 
extend beyond ends. 













































Sewing Caddy 


For the base, invert a 4” plastic 
foam flowerpot. For the upright use 
10'* of a cardboard roll from a coat 
hanger. Cut a hole in the flowerpot 
to fit the roll and insert it. Make two 
small holes opposite one another in 
the bottom end of the roll. Make 
corresponding holes in the sides of 
the flowerpot. Slip a 6‘* piece of 
stovepipe wire through all the holes, 
bending ends up flat against sides. 
Thte will hold roll firmly in place. 

For the spool holder, which covers 
the upright, roll a punched card into 
a tube, i” across and 71/' long; glue 
side seam. Hold with rubber bands 
until dry. Insert toothpicks, inserting 
each through two Holes in adjacent 
rows, leaving enough toothpick ex¬ 


posed to hotd a spool of thread.Slip 
tube over upright. 

To make holders for sewing acces¬ 
sories (buttons, snaps, etc.), make 


five cones as shown. Glue serai and 
hold with clip until dry. Attach backs 
of cones around base with two 
straight pins for each cone. Push pins 
in at an angle. Paint the caddy. 
Scissors may be inserted into tlie top 
of the tube. The flowerpot base may 
be used as a pincushion.

Skyline Night Light 


This “City at Sunset" is made in a 
large sized facia! tissue box, which is 
about 4” high. The top of the box is 
the front of this illuminated shadow 
box scene, so cut an opening in the 
top leaving a U” frame around the 
edge. 

For the “sunset”, paint inside top. 
sides and back of box with thinned 
tempera, shading the colors from 
blue on the top to yellow and then to 
red at the bottom. Shade gradually 
by overlapping one color onto the 
next while still wet. Instead of paint¬ 
ing, you may line the box with 
madras striped tissue paper. 


From punched cards, cut the 
shapes of various buildings and 
skyscrapers, with holes representing 
the windows. Make your own imagin¬ 
ary skyline or copy a picture. Paint 
front sides of cards black. Place them 
between wax paper and weight until 
dry’- Score and fold a tab the length 
of the card Vi” from bottom. 

Glue the tabs of the buildings to 
bottom of scene, arranging tabs 1 
to l’.V* from the front. Cover or 
paint outside of box. 

Cut a small hole in the back at the 
bottom and insert a night light be¬ 
hind buildings.

Petal Decorations 

The same basic “petal” is used to 
make a wreath, tree and poinsettia. 
To make a petal, simply take a 
punched card, overlap two comers at 
the back and staple, as shown. Use a 
small, plicr type, hand stapler. 
Assemble as instructed for each 
decoration. 

■Spray paint finished projects; add 
sequins, ornaments or other trim, i-'or 
a special effect, add tiny Italian lights 
to reflect through the holes. 
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Wreath 

Make a 14’* cardboard doughnut 
with an 8 ” opening in the center. 
Also make 50 petals. 

Starting at outer edge, staple on 
three rows of petals — 20 in ih»* first 
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and second, and 10 in the center. 
Staple so petals point outward; alter¬ 
nate points in each row with pre¬ 
ceding row. 

Cut off ends of cards in center of 
wreath, or cover with a cardboard 
circle. I’aint; add trim, and a hanger. 

Tree 

Make 2fi petals. Shorten 17 of the 
petals as follows; cut 1 ” off six 
petals, 2” off three, 2W” off three 
and 3* j ' off five. Taper plain ends of 
all shortened petals to a point, as 
shown below. 

For the trunk of the tree, use a 
cardboard roll from a coat hanger cut 
to 14’’. HU a spray can lid with thick 
plaster of Paris. When plaster is al¬ 
most set, insert the cardboard roll. 

For the bottom layer of the tree, 
use tlie full-length petals. Overlap and 
staple ends together to form a 
shallow cone, with a small opening at 
the center that slips over the tree 
trunk, (due cone to trunk of tree, 
holding with tape until dry.

Ray Decorations 

Making rays from the punched 
cards gives a lacier effect to the 
decorations than the petals do. 

To make a ray, fold a card in half, 
lengthwise; staple both ends. Cut 
card diagonally on heavy line from 



center of folded edge almost to one 
end. as shown. Then, slit fold from 
point almost to end. Fold resulting 
two points out (dotted line). 

Wall Sunburst 

Make 11 rays. With open edges up, 
staple one side of one card to one 
side of next card about 2” from the 
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end. Continue until all 11 cards arc 
joined in this manner. 

Glue the tips of adjoining points 
together. Spray paint and add orna¬ 
ments to Ups. Spread the center of 
the sunburst and glue a large orna¬ 
ment in the opening with a wire from 
the ornament extending at the back 
for a hanger. 

Tree 

For the trunk and base, use 15” of 
a cardboard roll from a coat hanger 
and. a small can. Fill the can with 
plaster and insert roll; hold until 
piaster sets. 

Make 19 rays, cutting the base 
ends to a 2" point as shown. For the 
bottom branches, use 12 rays. Join 


them as you did for the sunburst. 
Turn them over, so folded edges are 
up; gather at center with fine wire, 
leaving ends of wire free. I'lace 
branches on the trunk, ahoui 
down from the top; twist ends of 
wire to hold brunches firmly in place. 

For the top branches, use 7 rays, 
assembled the same as the bottom 
branches, but twist ends of wire to 
gelher before setting branches on tip 
of trunk. 




You will need about 30 punched 
cards for this peacock wall decor¬ 
ation. Spray paint (he cards before 
starting. Use one color on one side 
and a contrasting color on the other 
side for an interesting effect. 


For the base on which to mount 
the peacock, cut a 5” circle from 
corrugated cardboard and paint. For 
the body, cut a piece from a punched 
card using the pattern show n on the 
next page. Roll into a cone; glue and

For the feathers, cut 25 cards in 
half lengthwise. Using the pattern, 
CUf a triangle from each half, To 
siuipo each feather, overlap the bot¬ 
tom corners behind the top corner 
am) tape or glue. 

Glue the backs of the feathers to 
the wires in the following order. 
First, glue a feather to every other 
wire down close to the body (5 
feathers). Then, add five feathers 
along each wire. I’o cover bottom 
edge of cardboard base, glue on sev¬ 
eral small triangles cut from cards. 

For the peacock’s head, use a It?” 
plastic foam ball. Before spray point* 
ing the head, apply a coat of tempera 
to keep the paint from pitting the 
foam ball. 

Glue the head on top of the body. 
From cards, cut the beak, eyes and 
strips. 1 »" x 3’*. for a tufted comb. 
Curl the strips around a pencil. Glut* 
all in place on the peacock's head. 
Add a hanger to the back of the base.

Tissue Roll Cover 


This pretty Miss will add a unique 
touch to your powder room. For the 
base (inside of skirt) of the cover, cut 
six cards, using the pattern on page 
30. Clue side tabs to make six-sided 
cover. Bend top sections dow n; over¬ 
lap and glue to hold. 

For the skirt, use the pattern on 
page 31 and cut 18 pieces* Bend 
center edge out on dotted line. Tape 
edges of pieces together. Bend tabs 
28 


in, overlapping then, and glue tabs of 
skirt onto top of base. 

Cut the bodice, using the pattern, 
(be sure to add 3MF) and roll into a 
cone. Trim the ends and slit narrow 
end for tabs. Bend tabs out and glue 
to top of base. 

For the flounce around the top of 
the skirt, cut seven 21/’ squares. Fold 
Ctdl square in half, diagonally, with 
printing on inside. Open out with 



pnutffd side down. Fold top edges 
(A R and P.W'i down along center 
line. Re fidr! the center fold Wirh 
side sections for labs, spread slightly 
and gbe Ms to lop of skirt. Repeat 
with Other squares, overlapping tabs 
around skirt. 

For arms, cut a I " strip, length- 
wise, from a card; fold in half end to 
end. Cut hands at folded edge (so 
bands are joined) amt shape the re 
maining strip for arms. Fold '/*" tabs 
on ends and glue tabs to sides of 
bodice. 

For her collar, cut seven 1 W 
squares and fold them the same way 
as for I he flounce, Glue the collar in 

place. 

Use the patterns to cut the crown 
and brim of the flat. Overlap edges of 
crown and glue. Slip brim down over 


crown and glue. Bend front of brim 
down. 

For decoration on top of hat, cut 
four half circles, using the pattern on 
page 31. Fold each piece In half with 
printing on Inside. Open out with 
printed side dow n. With straight edge 
at top, fold A-B and B-C down to 
center line. Re-fold center fold. With 
side sections for tabs, spread slightly 
and glue around top of hat. Paint II 
parts. 

For her head, use a 2’’ plastic foam 
ball; add features and glue to bodice. 
Glue on cotton hair. Glue hat In 
place; add trim.
